Heller murder probe 


Jerusalem Pust Staif 

Police in Haifa were maintaining 
strict secrecy yesterday regarding 
thelr investigation into the slaying 
of girl-soldier Rahel Heller, in con- 
nection with which they are holding 
her disabled war veteran friend Yo- 
ram Bichonski. But it was learned 
they do not have enough evidence 
to produce an indictment. 

In Jerusalem, meanwhile, the in- 
vestigating team came in for cri- 
ticism from two High Court justices 
for the 10-day delay in letting Bi- 
chonski, 21, meet with with his at- 
torney. The third justice, however, 
accused the defence of contributing 
to the delay and of being mainly 
interested in publicity. 

The attractive 19-year-old girl, who 
lived in Bat Yam, was found naked 
and strangled near Caesarea on Oc- 
tober 24. Her friend Bichonski, who 
Jost a leg in the Yom Kippur War, 
was remanded on December 26 for 
15 days, and police are also holding 
girl-soldier Mazel Mizrahi. Until 
Tuesday, however, a police-requested 
court ban on publishing their names 
was in effect. 

INSUFFICIENT 
EVIDENCE 

The investigating team, headed by 
Baifa's criminal investigations chief 
Rav-Pakad Avraham Tzameret, did 
not appear as of yesterday to have 
gathered enough evidence for a 
murder indictment against any of 
the suspects. It has been learned 
that two ‘possibilities are being ex- 
plored: that the girl (who was not 
raped) was ‘killed by a spurned 
suitor or that the killing had some 
connection with her involvement in 
the Trotskyite Avant-Garde organ- 
ization, to which Bichonski belongs. 

In Jerusalem, Avant-Garde leaders 
Menahem Karmi and Yigal Schwartz 
yesterday denied that Rahel Heller 
had been anything more than a sym- 
pathizer, and accused the police and 
the Security Services of trying tq 
fabricate a “blood libel.” They also 
denied that Maza) Mizrahi belonged 
to Avant-Garde. : 

It was arranged yesterday in the 
High Court that Bichonski’s at- 
torney Haim Misgav, is to have a 
private meeting with his client 
this afternoon. 

The panel, composed of Justices 


Zvi Berinson, Alfred Witkon and 
Moghe Etzioni, was hearing Mr. 
Misgav’s- complaint that the police 
had only permitted him to see his 
client once, last Friday, and only 
to get a power of attorney. 

Deputy State Attorney Yonatan 
Adiel, representing State Attorney 
Gavriel Bach, claimed that police 
procedure had, been correct. He 
said police had already offered to 
let Mr. Misgav see Bichonski yes- 
terday, but that the attorney had 
said he was too busy. He also de 
nied the attorney’s claim that the 
police had not informed the Bichon- 
ski family of the arrest. The police 
had done so four days after the 
arrest, he said, but had left word 
with a woman friend of Bichon- 
ski's father as the latter could not 
be found. 

Justices Berinson and Btzioni 
were not very pleased with these 
explanations. Justice Etzioni told 
Adiel he could not understand why 
Rav-Pakad Tzameret would not let 
Misgav see Bichonski privately un- 
til he had a power of attorney. 
‘When Adiel responded that this was 
required because “journalists and 
lawyers had been ¢ and ask- 
ing to see Bichonski," Justice Et- 
zioni said: 

“This is something new. You 
don't let a lawyer see a suspect, 
but you let journalists interview 


Justice Berinson added: “If Mis- 
gav already had a power of attor- 
ney, why did he have to go back to 


Tzameret to arrange a meeting?” | 


Justice Witkon, however, disso- 
ciated himself from his colleagues‘ 
criticism of the police. Turning to 
attorney Miriam Lifschitz, who was 
representing Mr. Misgav’s office, he 
said: “τω not impressed by your 
shouting. I hear that it wasn't 
convenient for you to meet with 
Bichonski today. If that’s so, then 
it would seem the whole affair is 
not so urgent for you, except for 
the purposes of getting on televi- 
sion and into the newspapers.” 

When Mrs. Lifschitz said Mr. 
Misgav had a previous engagement 
yesterday in Tel Aviv, the Justice 
sald he could not see grounds here 
for hastily criticizing the police.

@ The Arabs have never raised 
“the Jerusalem problem or the 
vrefugee problem" in connection 
with the price of oil. If the Arab- 
Israel situation deteriorated, “there 
could be a reduction in the supply 
of ofl.” But he added that he did 
not believe it would be wise “for 
us to try to sell the Israelis con- 
cessions for a reduction im oil 
prices, because this would create 
the basis for pressures in the op- 
posite direction during a stalemate. 
Everytime the Opec countries want 
something from us politically, they 
could threaten to raise the prices 
again.” 

The Western world is currently 
facing 8. political problem, “with the 
exception perhaps of the U.S.," 
stemming from “political malaise, 
from inner uncertainty ad a lack of 
direction.” Kissinger’ added that, un- 
less the world economic problems 
were solved, there was a possibility 
that authoritarian governments may 
emerge in Europe — of the left or 
of the right. The Europeans “suffer 
from an enormous feeling of in- 
security,” he said.

Egypt to get 


some Soviet 


weapons despite rift 


By K. Cc. THALER 
LONDON (UPI). The Soviet 
Union has agreed to send Egypt 
some weaponry despite their poli- 
tical rift in what diplomatic sources 
described yesterday as a face-sav- 
ing arrangement for both sides. 

Under an agreement reached in 
Moscow last week, the sources said, 
Egypt will receive badly-needed 
spare parts for her Soviet-supplied 
weapons, and some anti-aircraft 
and ground-to-ground missiles and 
tanks. - However, Moscow will not 
supply sophisticated offensive wea- 
pons on any notable scale, nor the 
MIG25 jets for some time to come. 

Payment may be made by Egypt 
with the aid of hard currency from 
Saudi Arabia: and Kuwait, although 
the Russians have apparently 
to extend some credit facilities. 


The arrangement was said to be 
largely a face-saving manoeuvre 
for both sides to help cover the 
differences that arose over Sadat’s 
refusal to allow the Russians to play 
ἃ greater role in Middle Hastern 
affairs. 

Despite suggestions that ill health 
was the reason for the indefinite 
postponement of the visit of Soviet 
Communist Party leader Leonid 
Brezhnev to Cairo, the sources left 
little doubt that political differences 
were the decisive factor. . 

Brezhnev wanted to emerge from 
the Cairo meeting with a major po- 
litical triumph in the shape of a 
declaration of a Russo-Egyptian re- 
alignment, 

Failing this, he saw no point in 
meeting Sadat at present.

The on told a news con- 
ference the patient was a 47-year- 
old white man who has had two 
previous heart ΟἹ tions, the last 
in 1969 when Barnard inserted an 
aortic valve. He sald he had had to 
consider whether to perform a 
simple transplant, or implant a 
second heart. 

“No doubt there are critics who 
will say I should have made it a 
simple heart transplant. However, 
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I decided that this was a casé where 
a booster heart will have the best 
result," Barnard said. 

Se performed the world's first 
twin heart operation at Groote 
Schuur Hospital on November 25. 
The patient in that operation also 
was progressing well, Barnard said, 

Barnard confirmed that the donor 
in Tuesday’s implantation was a 17- 
year-old white girl, and said the 
size of her heart, nearly adult, had 
solved another problem — the doubt 
whether two adult hearts would fit 
into one cardiac cavity. 

In the first double operation, the 
heart of 8 10-year-old coloured girl 
was inserted beside a 57-year-old 


patient's own failing, heart. Barnard 
salt he ΤΟΙΣ ἃ that-two adult hearts 
could’ be" “accommodated easily.”

Czech gov't strikes at 


Jewish community ᾿ 


Leaders of the Jewish com- 
munity in Czechoslovakia have been 
removed from office in one of the 
most radical purges carried out in 
recent years. The details have 
been given in the newsletter of the 
International Council of Jews from 
Czechoslovakia which says these 
moves strike at the roots of 
the communal life of the country’s 
8,000 Jews. Those removed, on in- 
structions of the Ministry of Cul- 
ture (apparently under pressure of 
the State Security Office), include 
the chairman and secretary of the 
Council of Jewish Communities in 
Bohemia and Moravia and the 
chairman of the Prague Jewish 
community. In addition, the last 
Jewish scholar at the State Jewish 
Museum in Prague, Dr. Jan Her- 
man, has been removed to a menial 
post in a hospital The newly ap- 
pointed acting chairman of the 
Council, Dr. Bedrich Bass, has in- 
troduced himself in an article 
filled with fulsome praise of the 
Soviet Union, 

The latest developments should 
be seen against the background of 
anti-Semitic waves that have 
swept Czechoslovakia since World 
War It. These have been suc- 
cinctly characterised by Tomas 
Kulka in an article in “Dispersion 
and Unity” (published by the Or- 
ganization and Information 
ment of the World Zionist Organi- 
zation). He 
major campaigns, each evoked in 
response to a set of specific cir- 
cumstances, 


The first campaign-was launched 
shortly after the Communist Party 
seized power and culminated in the 
Slansky trials of the early 1950s. 
At that time the Communist Party 
meeded a scapegoat within its 
-ranks and the Jews were the moat 
obvious targets. The theory was 
advanced of the “dual loyalty” of 
people of Jewish origin, who served 
‘world Zionism —- an instrument of 
imperialist powers. At that time,

War — did not arouse general 
support. By this time, anti-Semi- 
tigm was, associated with the dark 
years of Stalinism and the “anti- 
Zionist” aspect fafled (as was 
clearly shown in the Dubcek era). 
The current campaign began in 
1969 (it is not clear whether the - 
initiative arose locally 
from the Kremlin). The aim seems 
to be to blame the Jews for devel- 
opments im Czechoslovakia under 
Dubcek and to dissipate sympathy 
for Israel.

Our counter-productive tax system means: 


It doesn’t pay to earn more

OUR COUNTER-PRODUCTIVE wage 
system urgently needs teform, but 
this cannot be carried out without 
first re our income tax 
structure — this was the consensus 
of participants at a seminar on 
wages and productivity sponsored by 
the Israel Productivity Centre, held 

in Ramat Gan on Tuesday. 

The high marginal tax rates 
caused the workers to caleulate the 
maximum income worth earn- 
‘ng, and thus limit their ovtput. 
said Yeshayahu Gavish, general ma- 
nager of Koor Metals..The reduced 
tax rates for overtime and the ap- 


Proved premiums were no help, be-. 


cause these were restricted to cer- 
tain wage amounts. Workers were 
thus interested mainly in the tax- 
free allowances not related to pro- 
ductivity. Managers went along with 
this approach so as not to inflate 
thelr wage bill, as these 
allowances were not included in 
the wage base on which fringe be- 
nefits were calculated, 

As a result the wage pattern 
‘was becoming more and more dis- 
torted, the wage differentials be- 
tween skilled and unskilled work- 
ers, even workers and professionals, 
increasingly eroded, “and the work 
morale undermined. Gavish called 


for a revision of the outdated out- 
put norms even in cases where no 
Dew ‘equipment was installed, or 
For wages directly related to out- 
pu 

Falk Gadish, general manager 
of Acrilan, said the high .rate of 
absenteeism in Israeli industry was 
Partly because of the way our tax 
system made moonlighting very at- 
tractive, and partly because of how 
easy it was for workers to report 
sick. A recent study found that a 
man in sick could earn an 
additional IL13 to IL15 net a day. 

Wage differentials were easential 
for making wages a proper incen- 
tive to work, said Ben- 
Israel of the Histadrut Central 
Committee. He warned that wage 
equalization also eroded the work- 
ers’ professional pride and social 
standing. Grading should be based 
sciely on job evaluation and not on 
automatic advancement, he said, 
and employees who failed to work 
Properly should not be given ab- 
Solute protection against dismissals. 

Nation-wide wage bargaining 
which aimed at flat wage hikes for 
all employees would inevitably lead 
to wage inflation, said Dr. Avra- 
ham Friedman of the Hebrew Uni- 
versity. Under this sytem workers 
in stagnant and lame-duck indust- 
ries also received the agreed wage 


hike, and were not encouraged το 
look for other jobs, while workers 
in prospering industries were in ἃ 
position to extract bigger wast 
rises. He strongly recommended 8. ᾿ 
more flexible wage bargaining pro- 
cedure, based on the different in- 
dustries or individual plants, with a 
proper role allotted to the shop 
committees which now have n0 
clearly defined status. 

Jacques Amir, MK, who is on 
the Knesset Labour Committee, 
said reform was: needed not only 
in the wage and tax but 
also in the welfare payments SYs- 
tem, which now sometimes acted at 
a disincentive to workers to in- 
crease their earned income by ε΄ 
gaging in productive work. A man 
earning IL700 a month, whose wife 
did not work and with two child- 
ren, could now get welfare pey~ 
ments to the tune of a 
month plus IL104 towards his 
children’s kindergarten allowance 
and meals. This made his net’ in- 
come [11,422 compared to a- net 
111,313 for a man with a similar 
family situation earning a ΒΤΌΒΘ 
wage of 114,500 a month, but sub- 
ject to higher tax, and not entitl- 
ed to welfare aid. The lower wage 
earner was therefore better off, he- 
said, ard had no incentive to work 
and earn more.

Sidra; Shmot (Exodus 1-6:1) ᾿ 
“HE WHO SPARES the rod hates his son, but he who loves his son 
Jkeeps him in order,” we are told in Proverbs 13:24. 

Jacob and Joseph are dead, We- now 
hook of the Pentateuch, which is about to us how the Jewish 
nation grew in Egypt, became enslaved, was liberated and received 
the Tora. Exodua begins: “These are the names of the Children of 
Israel who entered Egypt with Jacob, each with his household: 
Reuven, Shimen, Levi and Yehuda; Issachar, Zevulun and Binyamin; 
Dan and Naftali, Gad and Asher. There were ΤῸ of them ail told, 
all direct descendants of Jacob. Joseph was already in Egypt.” 

Midrash Shmot Rabba and Shmot Tanhuma open their comments 
by citing the above “Spare the rod — spoil the child” maxim from 
Proverbs, and remark: . ; 

He who never reproaches his son causes him to go astray and to hate 
him. As we see in the case of Ishmael: Abraham never reproached 
him, and Ishmael became extremely attached to him and took him 
for granted, and in the end he became an idol-worshipper and Abra- 
hem had to send him away lest he corrupt Isaac. The same happened 
with Esau, whose father Isaac loved him so much that he never re- 
proached him. And the same happened with David and hls sons 
Absalom and Adoniahu, On the other hand, a father who keeps his 
son in order — his son loves him all the more and also reg; him. 
That 18 why the Tora tells ua: “‘..the Children of Israel who en- 
tered Hgypt with Jacob” — that is: who were righteous men He 
their father Jacob, wha had kept them in order. 

Later Shmot Rabba adds (1:28): On account of four things the 
Jews were delivered from Egypt: they did not change their names — 
Reuven remained Reuvea and did not his name to something 
like Rufus, etc.; they continued to speak Hebrew; there were πὸ 
gossip-mongers, tale-bearers and slanderers among them; and they’ 
shunned sexual promiscuity. ‘ . ME.
